England and Russia Will 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) A World cable 
from London says: 

“A sensation has been created 
here by certain remarks con- 
cerning Angio-Russien relations, 
attributed to Sir Walter Law- 
rence, private secretary to Lord 
Curzon. He was staying at a 
country house quite recently, 
when he electrified a dinner 
party by declaring that, with- 
out doubt, there would be war 
between England and Russia 
next spring. . 

“It was not only his eat 
opinion, Sir Walter said, but 
also that of Lord Kitchener and 
all high officials in India, and 
he added that many big guns 
were being sent out quietly to 
India all the time, and every 
preparation was being made for 
a long campaign.”

The Chronicle's Liao Tung corre- 
epondent says there was a truce Sat- 
urday at Port Arthur to bury the dead.

exchanged greetings, after which the 
bombardment was recommenced with 
its old vigor. There is little change in 
the relative positions of the opposing 
forces. 

The Standard’s correspondent with 
the Japanese army says that progress 
is making with the field railway from 
Antung, which will eventually join 
with the line at Liao Yang. Its com- 
pletion, he says, will double the Jap- 
anese lines of communication. 

The Daily Telegraph Sinmintin cor- 
respondent, telegraphing October 2, 
comments on the indecision displayed 
in the Japanese plans. He says their 
scheme around Mukden has been aban- 


doned, and that.they are awaiting re- 


inforcements from the fall of Port 
Arthur. There are signs of weakness.

Nations and States have employed to 
advantage this method of settling dis- 
puted questions, States have invoked 
its aid with good results, and indivia- 
vals frequently have resorted to it in 
adjusting questions of difference. The 
Hague tribunal, the sen- 
of conciliation, is the highest 
ractical expression of intelligent 
hought on this subject. The princi- 
ples. of arbitration are the same, 
whether governing in the great court 
of nations or applied in the affairs of 
industrial life. Its permanent estab- 
lishment as a part of the industrial 
system of the country upon a basis of 
mutual consent of all parties to a 
controversy would insure more 
friendly relations between employer 
and employed, for the interest of the 
working American and the employer 
is identical. It affords a safe and 
equitable method of determining differ- 
ences that may arise, and has been 
called “a reasonable and natural mode” 
ef settling such disputes. The spirit 
of arbitration is kindred to the love 
of law and order. It is the arbiter of 
peace, instead of war, and makes for 
happiness instead of sorrow. 

RACE ISSUE. 

All lovers of their country must dep- 
recate the rehabilitation by the Re- 
publican party of a disappearing race 
issue at a time when every effort 
should be made to promote rather than 
retard the progress which was being 
made in the States where slavery had 
existed toward kindlier relations be- 
tween the two races. The revival of 
this issue, with all its attendant evils, 
must of necessity retard the develop- 
ment of Southern States whose people 
are struggling manfully with condi- 
tions left by the war and seriously in- 
terferes with the industrial progress 
of both races. 

FRAUD IN PUBLIC SERVICE. 


Peculation and fraud in the public 
service under the present administra- 
tien, especially in the postoffice and 
land departments, reached such pro- 
portions that knowledge of the evil 
practices became public property. 
Prosecutions naturally fellowed, but a 
thorough and impartial investigation 
by Congress, proposed and urged by 
the Democratic minority, was refused 
by the Republicans, at the mandate, 
it is believed, of the administration. 
Congress adjourned earlier than at 
any long session for many rs, for 
the purpose, it is believed, of prevent- 
ting further agitation of the question 
and in effart to curtail expenses.

THE CONNECTICUT. 


EW YORK, Oct. 2.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Three attempjs have 
been made to wreck the battleship 
Connecticut before her completion. 
Rear-Admiral Rodgers announced to- 
night..that each attempt must have 
been the work of a number of men 
working with prepared tools and un- 
der a leader of amazing boldness. Now 
the battleship ise to be minutely in- 
spected, to learn if other attempts to 
destroy have been made. : 
The Connecticut has been under 
guard ever since it was discovered that 
an obstruction had “been driven  be- 
tween her ways, yet with marines 
watching, a patrol boat on duty and 
guards on the deck .of the newly- 
launched warship, a plotter dared to 
descend and seek to scuttle the ship 
by cutting out part of the steel keel 
piate. 

The motive for the outrage Is as 
great a mystery is the identity of the 
perpetrators. All that is known is that 
some band of desperate men who have 
had access to the ship were prepared 
to risk life itself in an effort to ruin 
tue great fighting machine. They have 
been as persistent as they were dar- 
ing. The crime is so new in American 
yerds that it is probable that numer- 
ous vexatious accidents that delayed 
completion of vessels—parting of ca- 
bles, breaking of bolts and other things 
that were attributed at the time to ma- 
terial of inadequate strength—are all 
manifestations of the same malevolent 
design that drilled rivets, planted a

LAND FRAUDS. 


Secretary Hitchcock Tells of 
What is Being Done. 


t 


Prominence of the Accused 
Increases the Work. 


Services at Capital in Memory 
of Hoar. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Secretary of | 


the Interior Hitchcock tonight gave 
out the following statement in regard 
to certain charges in connection with 
the conduct of the investigation into 
the land frauds on the Pacific Coast, 
regarding the steps taken by him to 
bring the guilty parties to justice: 
“Charges are being made and freely 
circulated by the opponents of the ad- 
ministration to the effect that the in- 
vestigation of the land frauds by the 
Interior Department is not being se- 
riously and diligently conducted; that 
criminal prosecutions connected with 
the investigation are not being pressed 
with such vigor as to manifest a de- 
termination to bring the guilty parties 
to speedy justice; and that an air of 


secrecy pervades the department, mak- 
ing it difficult to obtain information as | 


to the progress and present status of 
tue work. 3 

“These charges are utterly without 
foundation in fact. The investigation 
has been in the hands of competent 
officers of the government from the be- 
ginning, and has been conducted under 
the direction of the Secretary of the 
Interior with the utmost. possible speed 
consistent with thoroughness; the 
prosecutions, where indictments have 
been found, have been and are being 
vigorously pressed; and at no time has 
there been any attempt to deprive the 
public of the fullest information as to 
tue progress or status of such prosecu- 
tions, or as to any matter in connection 
therewith. 3 
' “The leading spirits in the fradulent 
transactions brought to light are 
mostly men who have occupied posi- 
tions of influence and high standing, 
both socially and politically, and many 
of them are men of large wealth. They 
nave thrown many obstacles in the 
way, which have required time, pa- 
tience, constant effort, determination 
and courage on the part of those hav- 
ing charg: of the investigation to over- 
come. They have diligently sought, 
in season and out of season, to thwart 
the purpose of the investigation and to 
control its result favorable to them- 
selves. | 

“These difficulties have been success- 
fully met and overcome, and the tac- 
tics resorted to by the parties crim- 
inally involved and by their friends 
have been circumvented end defeated 
at all points. The determination of the 
Secretary of the Interior has been 
from the beginning that the investiga- 
tion should be thorough and complete, 
and nothing has been left undone to 
accomplish such result. The fraudu- 
lent operations have been carried on 
chiefly in the States of California and 
Oregon, but have not been confined to 
those States. In many instances, the 
conspirators have reached out into 
other States. Their schemes were 
broadly and deeply laid, and the task 
of unearthing them has been one of 
great difficulty. 

“While only about eighteen months 
have elapsed since the investigation 
was commenced, the practical results 
thus far attained are both gratifying 
and encouraging. They may be 
summed up as follows: 

“(1.) The indictment, in February, 
1903, In the District of Columbia, of 
Frederick A. Hyde, John A. Benson 
and Henry P. Dimond of San Fran- 
cisco and Joost H. Schneider of Tuc- 
son, Ariz., under Section 5440 of the 
Revised Statutes, for conspiracy to de- 
fraud the United States of large quan- 
tiues of its public lands, and the in- 
dictment in December, 1902, in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, of John A. Benson 
for bribery of public officials in con- 
nection with such conspiracy. The 
leading spirits in this conspiracy are 
Hyde and Benson, and their scheme to 
defraud the government was of gi- 
gantic proportions. It involved an at- 
tempt to secure titles to hundreds of 
thousands of acres of the public lands 
of the United States in the various 
public land States and the Territories 
or Arizona and New Mexico under the 
provisions of the Act of Congress, ap- 
proved June 4, 1897, in exchange for 
State school lands lying within the 
limits of United States forest reserves 
established in the States of California 
and Oregon. 

“The titles to these school lands 
were acquired by and on behalf of 
Hyde and Benson, in violation of the 
laws of said States relating to the 
disposal of school lands and in a 
grossly illegal and fraudulent manner, 
by means of false and forged appli- 
cations, affidavits and other docu- 
ments required by the laws of those 
States to be executed and filed in 
connection with the purchase of school 
lands, thereby rendering such titles 
false, fradulent and worthless and by 
making and securing to be made false 
forced relinquishments to the United 
States of such said false, fraudulent 
and worthless titles, and by selecting 
other lands belonging to the United 
States outside of forest reserves in 
exchange for the titles thus fraudu- 
lently obtained and relinquished to 
the United States. 

“The act referred to provides, 
among other things, that the owner of 
the lands within a forest reserve may 
relinquish the same to the United 
States and select other lands in lieu 
thereof outside of forest reserves. 
Briefly stated, the object of the con- 
spiracy was to obtain good titles from 
the United States for its public lands 
outside of forest reserves, in exchange 
for false, fraudulent and worthless 
titles to school lands secured by the 
conspirators from said States within 
forest reserves. 

“While hundreds of thousands of 
acres of public lands were involved in 
the scheme, only a small portion 
thereof—less than 40,000 acres—had 
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covery of the fraud by the Secretary 
of the Interior. By the Secretary's 
direction, the further issuing of patents 
upon the selections and entries in- 
volved was immediately stopped, and 
all such selections and entries were 
suspended, which suspension still re- 
mains in force. The government is 
therefore in no danger of further loss 
of its public lands through the said 
scheme. The fraudulent business of 
the conspirators has been completely 
broken up, and their nefarious prac- 
tices are now at an end. 

“The defendants in these  indict- 
ments were immediately arrested, one, 
John A. Benson, in the State of New 
York; two, Frederick A. Hyde and 
Henry P. Dimond, in the State of Cal- 
ifornia, and the fourth, Joost H. 
Schneider, in the District of Colum- 
bia. The last-named is now held un- 
der heavy bail for his appearance for 
trial. Proceedings under Section 1014 
of the Revised Statutes were at once 
instituted in the States of California 
and New York to secure the removal 
of the defendants arrested in those 
States to the District of Columbia for 
trial. These proceedings have been 
diligently prosecuted, and in Califor- 
nia have resulted in decisions by both 
the United States district and circuit 
courts for the Northern District of 
California sustaining the conspiracy 
indictment and ordering the defend- 
ants Hyde and Dimond, removed to 
the District of Columbia for trial. 
They have appealed to the Supreme 
Court of the United States and it is 
the purpose of the government to se- 
cure in that court an advancement of 
the case on the docket and a hear- 
ing of the appeals at the earliest pos- 
sible date. 

“The defendants are under heavy 
bail to answer the decision of the 
Supfeme Court when finally rendered. 
Upon the indictment for bribery, John 
A. Benson has also been held for re- 
moval to the District of Columbia for 
trial and he has appealed to the Su- 
preme Court. Upon the conspiracy in- 
dictment, removal proceedings are 
still pending against Benson in New 
York, with the expectation that they 
will be concluded at an early date 
with like favorable results. The ac- 
tion of the Secretary of the Interior 
in suspending the selections and en- 
tries of the public lands involved in 
the conspiracy and in refusing to Is- 
sue further patents upon such selec- 
tions and entries, is fully sustained by 
the decisions of both the District and 
Circuit Courts of the United States 
for the Northern District of Califor- 
nia, above referred to. 

“As an immediate and very impor- 
tant result of the investigation, this 


gigantic combination and conspiracy 


has been broken up and its power for 
evildoing in the future utterly des- 
troyed. As further and ultimate re- 
sults, the fraudulent selections will 
all be cancelled and the lands covered 
thereby restored to the public do- 
main, and it is the confident belief 
of the Secretary of the Interior, and 
of the officials having charge of the 
prosecution growing out of the investi- 
gation that the guilty parties will be 
convicted and such punishment meted 
out to them as will not only be com- 
mensurate with the magnitude of their 
crimes, but will serve as a warning 
to evildoers in the future.”

Tariffs of Other ‘Nations. 


France, which adopted a protective 
gystem in the early part of the nine- 


teenth century, experimerited briefly 
with trade between 1860 and 1880, 
but promptly returned to the protective 


system, which she has maintained ever 
since that time with great prosperity 
to her people. Germany experimented 
with free trade between 1968 andj 1878 
by a reduction of the tariff scheduies 
of the Zollverein, bu: gladly returned 
to protection in 1879 and 1881, and since 
that time.the develupment of German 
industries and the progress and pros- 
perity of the nation and iis people have 
commanded the attention and admira- 
‘tion of the whole worid. Russia had a 
protective. tariff system in the early 
years of the last century which she 
ebandoned in 1819, but after experi- 
menis in the line of free trade graadu- 
ally returned to the protective system, 
and under it has developed in recent 
yea:s manufacturing industries of great 
magnitude. <Austria-idungary experi- 
mented between 1853 and 1882 with a 
series of comparativeiy low. tariffs, but 
tm 1882 restored tho:oughiy protective 
duties and has further increased them 
since that time, developing a great 
manufacturing system and prosperity 
far greater than that of earlier years.

SANTA ANA. 
DEVELOPING MUCH WATER. 

SANTA ANA, QGct. 2.—During the 
past two years extensive work has 
been done upon the San Joaquin ranch 
for the development of irrigation wa- 
ter, and during that time more than 
100 test holes have been sunk upon 
all portions of the tract, keeping a 
crew of hydrauiic borers busy the 
whole time. The general result has 
been to prove that on almost the whole 
ranch, excluding the portion to the east 
toward the El Toro hills, water can 
be obtained in plentiful quantities and 
in many instances the flow is arte- 
sian, showing that with the instala- 
tion of pumping plants large quanti- 
ties of the precious fluid could Se had. 
In the Aliso district where gophers 
have destroyed the alfalfa crop for the 
past two years, three new plants are 
being installed with centrifugal 
each to give a flow of from 9 to 125 
inches. is water supply for caien: 
tion will drive out the rs and 
give a largely-increased acreage for 
alfaifa. Near the ranch house an- 
other pumping plant to yie:d 200 inchea 
is being installed to irrigate a large 
tract near the olive orchards where 
alfaifa will be planted. Three plants 
at the ranch house now yield about 
sixty inches for domestic use and irri- 
gation of the surrounding orchards. 

The ranch has an acrea of 107,000 
acres and one-third of this is under 
cultivation, largely devoted to grain 
and beans. With the development of 
water, however, it is planned to.put in 
crops that will yiesd larger returns per 
acre and permit of more thorough cul- 
in smaller tracts. 

Of each test hole that is sunk an 
accurate record of the location, strata 
encountered and amount of flow is 
kept at the company’s offices, so that 
in future develo nt the best loca- 
tions and probable amount of water to 
te obtained can be determined. In 
the hills the water supply for cattle 
at pasture has also been increased. —
